District to raise council tax by 1.5% in order 
to switch streetlamps back on through night

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STREETLIGHTS across the town are set 
to be turned back on after Harlow Coun¬ 
cil agreed to foot the bill. 

Areas of the town have been plunged 
into darkness for five hours every night 
since March of last year as part of Essex 
County Council’s policy to save money. 

But under budget plans revealed this 
week, the district council’s share of 
council tax will be increased by 1.5 per 
cent to generate the £100,000 needed to 
fund the switch-on. 


The move is in response to residents’ 
concerns about safety during the mid¬ 
night to 5am blackout. 

Important 

Cllr Jon Clempner, leader of the 
Labour-run district council, told the 
Star: “We know now from petitions, 
from the budget consultation conducted 
by the council, from the many con¬ 
versations we’ve all had on the doorstep, 
and from a survey done across Essex last 
year - which found almost half of res¬ 
idents didn’t feel safe at night - that it’s 
really important. 


“Clearly we would like Essex County 
Council to discover that themselves, or 
take alternative measures like inst¬ 
alling LED lights, which would have 
saved money. But they haven’t, and they 
clearly aren’t going to respond to turn¬ 
ing the lights back on. 

“So it’s down to Harlow Council to 
make a specific response based on the 
views of the people of Harlow.” 

County Hall introduced the part-night 
blackout, which affects more than 70 per 
cent of streetlights across Essex, to save 
£6.5million by 2020 and to reduce carbon

Man threatened by burglar during break-in

A MAN who was threatened with a 
knife when he confronted a burg¬ 
lar has spoken out about his 
“shocking” experience. 

Keith Piper, 46, of Ladyshot, Har¬ 
low, was at home when he saw a 
white Audi 4x4 vehicle pull up 
outside the home of his wife’s par¬ 
ents - Angelo and Janet Martino - 
who live opposite. 

Knowing they were both out, Mr 
Piper watched as two men appro¬ 
ached the front door of the prop¬ 
erty. 

His suspicions were raised fur¬ 
ther when only one returned to the 
to the car so he went to invest¬ 
igate. 

“I walked over to the car and 
said: ‘Excuse me, my mother and 


father-in-law are both out’,” father- 
of-two Mr Piper told the Star this 
week. 

“He replied saying: ‘No, he’s in 
there talking to her now’ so I went 
inside. The man came downstairs 
and shouted at me ‘Get out of my 
way or I’ll stab you in the chest’. 

“He then lunged at me with a 
knife but I fell backwards and 
rolled into the kitchen. He then ran 
off.” 

Mr Piper said he believed the 
pair “popped” open the door in 
order to gain entry to the house. 
They only had time to steal a jew¬ 
ellery box before they were dis¬ 
turbed. 

“It was quite shocking and I’ve 
had a few sleepless nights but I 
suppose I’ll get over it,” he said. 
“My in-laws have changed their 
locks now and installed CCTV 


cameras. 

“People have told me I was lucky. 
I was not really scared until he 
pulled out the knife but even then 
it wasn’t until a couple of days 
later I was thinking ‘Wow, that was 
close.” 

Mr Piper described the driver of 
the car as having a blue tear tattoo 
under his right eye while his 
accomplice had olive-coloured 
skin and a goatee-style beard. 

He also praised the swift police 
response after he raised the 
alarm. 

PC Leo Fordham, of Harlow 
police, said a white 4x4 was seen in 
the area in the days before the 
burglary and has appealed for any¬ 
one who saw it, or who has inform¬ 
ation about the break-in, to contact 
him on the non-emergency 101 
number.

Budget will protect services with no job cuts, says authority

A MILLION-POUND fund to kick start 
the regeneration of the northern end 
of the town centre has been unveiled 
by Harlow Council. 

The announcement is part of a pack¬ 
age of projects revealed in budget 
papers released yesterday (Wednes¬ 
day) which also include a propopsed 
council tax increase of 1.5 per cent. 

The authority says it will also spend 
on services such as parks, play¬ 
grounds and grass cutting, street 
cleaning and waste and recycling col¬ 
lections. 

Positive 

Council leader Jon Clempner said: 
“We’re serious about regeneration of 
Harlow. There’s a really positive 
future, we’re making really good pro¬ 
gress on the Enterprise Zone, building 
the first new council houses in 25 
years and the modern homes pro¬ 
gramme. All those things will make a 
real positive future for Harlow.” 

Government spending cuts com¬ 
pounded by rising costs, reduced 
income and rising demand for ser¬ 
vices means the council has had to 
shave £1.5million from its 2015-16 
budget. 

“Given where we started, which was 
another cut of around 16 per cent next 


year, and given there’s no particular 
end in sight for that, we’re absolutely 
happy,” said Cllr Clempner. “We’ve 
protecting services, there are no job 
cuts and one of the positive things is 
turning the street lights back on.” 

In order to meet the shortfall in 
funding the council is planning to 
make savings through transferring 
further discretionary services to the 
Discretionary Services Fund and 
reductions in senior management 
team costs and running expenses. 

Chief executive Malcolm Morley has 
taken partial early retirement, saving 
£65,000. The council also expects to 


receive more income from garden 
waste collections, planning and com¬ 
mercial property and from the 
increased use of car parks. 

Income from garages rented to non¬ 
council tenants will add around 
£600,000 a year of net income to the 
general fund budget to protect the 
future of The Playhouse, paddling 
pools and Pets’ Corner until 2019. 

“Giving we’ve had some big budget 
cuts we’ve been able to contain that 
and start to make some real positive 
differences,” said Cllr Clempner. “I’m 
pleased we’ve been able to protect our 
well-loved services. It may sound a bit 


boring but standing still is a really 
good result and moving on from that 
it’s responding to specific concerns.” 

Following the council’s budget con¬ 
sultation last year, which put parks 
and green spaces top of residents’ con¬ 
cerns, the frequency of grass cutting 
will be increased under the budget. 
Four new grass cutting machines will 
be purchased and 12 more gardeners 
employed. 

Cllr Clempner described the budget 
measures as “forward-thinking and 
sustainable”. 

Pressure 

“If you don’t raise council tax it’s 
put another £400,000 pressure on the 
council. It’s a modest increase but it’s 
sustainable,” he said. 

“We’re focused on driving those for¬ 
ward as much as we can, looking to the 
future and in the meantime taking 
some shorter term decisions about 
making a positive difference. I’m genu¬ 
inely optimistic about the way things 
are going.” 

Resources portfolio holder Cllr 
Mike Danvers labelled the budget 
“populist” because it addressed the 
concerns of residents. 

He said: “At the end of the day you 
can bury your head in the sand but 
these cuts aren’t going away. There’s 
no point planning for the future if it’s 
all going to fall apart.”

■ from front page 
emissions and light pollution. 

Last July Labour councillors failed 
in an attempt to have the policy 
scrapped until the public were con¬ 
sulted and safety concerns addressed. 
Harlow Council carried out a review of 
the lighting policy during its budget 
consultations last summer. 

This week Cllr Clempner acknow¬ 
ledged that a council tax increase may 


not please everyone but said turning 
on streetlights is a “major concern for 
the community”. 

“The increase of 7p a week for the 
average council taxpayer in Harlow 
will generate £100,000 to cover the cost 
of the county council turning the 
streetlights back on,” he added. 

Responding to a suggestion from 
Harlow MP Robert Halfon that the 
council could use the New Homes 


Bonus grant it receives from the Gov¬ 
ernment to meet the cost, he said 
increasing tax to pay for it was more 
sustainable in the long-term. 

Labour parliamentary hopeful Suzy 
Stride, who presented a 2,000- signa¬ 
ture petition to Harlow Council last 
week, said: “It’s six months since I 
started my campaign to get the lights 
turned back on in Harlow. During this 
time Essex County Council has twice 


refused to reconsider its decision. 

“I have handed a petition into Essex 
County Council but it was only when I 
spoke to leader of Harlow Council that 
things started to move on this. 

“Across Harlow people are calling 
for the lights to be switched back on 
and for peace of mind to be restored. 
This switch-off has cost money in the 
short term and won’t even break even 
for a number of years.”

It’s a violation 
of my privacy 

SIR I am writing to highlight a 
situation which I believe to be 
unjust, unreasonable and totally 
contrary to my civil rights. 

I have supported my son for 
several years now fully as he has 
been refused dole money. I have 
not asked him for any rent or 
monetary contribution to the 
home. 

He was fined by the 
magistrate’s court for an offence 
relating to a motor vehicle and 
due to the fact that he had been 
stopped from claiming dole 
money he was unable to pay this. 
Earlier this month I returned to 
my home in Harlow to be 
confronted by a bailiff with a 
warrant to enter my property 
and remove items. 

I called the police who 
attended my address shortly 
after. I was informed that the 
bailiff had a legal right to carry 
out what I believe to be legalised 
burglary. 

On this occasion it was a 
warrant with my son’s name on 
it but it could have been a lodger 
or an ex-spouse. 

I was never charged, stood 
trial or found guilty of any crime 
yet my home and property was 
subject to what I believe to be 
violated in the same way I would 
feel if my house had been 
subjected to a burglary, in my 
opinion this is clearly legalised 
burglary.

STUDENTS at Passmores Aca¬ 
demy put Shadow Education Min¬ 
ister Tristram Hunt MP through 
his paces when he was asked a 
series of testing questions during 
a visit to Harlow yesterday (Wed¬ 
nesday). 

Mr Hunt, accompanied by Har¬ 
low Labour Parliamentary can¬ 
didate Suzy Stride, was taken on a 
tour of the school by headteacher 
Vic Goddard and introduced to a 
group of Year 10 citizenship stu¬ 
dents. 

“I was overwhelmed by the pas¬ 
sion of the young people and their 
knowledge of politics” said Mr 
Hunt. “Here we have a vibrant 
school with a great headteacher 
who has an eye on achievement 
and results." 

Quizzed 

During the question-and- 
answer session, Mr Hunt was 
asked quizzed about teacher 
strikes, the effect of migration on 
education and a fall in the number 
of compulsory hours of PE. 

Student Will Tennison asked 
the shadow minister whether he 
thought Labour’s plans to merge 
private and state schooling was to 
improve education or break down 
class barriers. 

“It’s about breaking down edu¬ 
cational barriers,” Mr Hunt 
replied. “The issue I have with the 
education system is that we have 
isolated schools with facilities

I was so 
impressed with what he said. He 
really changed my views on the 
issue.”

Mr Goddard said the visit was

POLITICIANS and business lead¬ 
ers joined forces to press the case 
for £16bn investment in the West 
Anglia train line at a summit with 
transport minister Baroness Kra¬ 
mer. 

The meeting took place last 
Tuesday and followed a debate in 
the House of Commons last month 
in which two local MPs - Sir Alan 
Haselhurst and Mark Prisk - 
argued forcibly about capacity 
issues on the line between London 
and Cambridge. 

Stansted Airport managing dir¬ 
ector Andrew Harrison was one of 
those present to lobby for faster 
transfers between the airport and 
the capital and a more robust rail 
infrastructure for all users. 

Sir Alan said afterwards it was 
made clear to the minister that 
there was unity of purpose and 
policy among political parties, 
business and local authorities 


from north to south of the line. 

Delegates including Essex 
County Council deputy leader 
Cllr Kevin Bentley, London mayor 
Boris Johnson’s adviser Neale 
Coleman, Transport for London 
managing director Michele Dix 
and MPs Dr Julian Huppert (Cam¬ 
bridge) and David Lammy (Tot¬ 
tenham) told the Baroness 
investment had lagged far behind 
the growth of passenger demand. 

With companies expanding, 
more homes being built and 
increasing passenger numbers 
using the airport, they told her a 
level of service to meet these 
interlinked needs could be met 
only by four-tracking the line 
between Tottenham Hale and 
Broxbourne. 

Although this involved a high 
cost - £16bn - they argued it had to 
be found sooner than later if there 
was to be any meaning to the 


concept of integrated transport. 

In response, the minister 
stressed Network Rail’s draft 
study on rail priorities post-2019 
was only a draft and urged the 
delegation to press its case with 
the company while keeping the 
Department for Transport 
informed. 

Sir Alan said after the summit: 
“I don’t want to be over-optimistic 
but I feel the door has been prised 
open. We must now marshal our 
forces to ensure we gain a place in 
the next investment period.” 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon, who 
earlier this month met rail min¬ 
ister Claire Perry to press the case 
for improvements to services 
through the town, said he would 
work hard to make the case for 
four-tracking of the West Anglia 
line and for new rolling stock to 
make journeys more comfortable 
for passengers.

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Union dubs 
privatisation 
trend ‘nail in 
NHS coffin’ 

HARLOW Trade Union Council 
has condemned the privatisation 
of the health service in West 
Essex as “another nail in the 
NHS coffin”. 

The TUC says £38m of private 
contracts were awarded by the 
West Essex Clinical 
Commissioning Group last year. 

Of that total, private surgical 
operations with hospitals in 
Sawbridgeworth and Buckhurst 
Hill totalled £10m, revealed the 
CCG at its AGM last year. 

A statement from the TUC 
said: “In the past the NHS used 
'bread and butter' operations like 
hips, knees and cataract surgery 
to cross-subsidise Accident and 
Emergency, Intensive Care and 
other specialist units. 

“Every operation that goes to 
the private sector is a training 
opportunity lost to NHS junior 
doctors. 

“Every contract that goes to 
the private sector is just another 
nail in the NHS coffin. 

Complication 

“Alarmingly, although private 
hospitals generally handle 
operations with a lower risk of 
complication, there were 802 
unexpected deaths and 921 
serious injuries in private 
hospitals between October 2010 
and April 2014.” 

Harlow Ukip political 
secretary and Mark Hall by- 
election candidate Mark Gough 
hit out at the Labour Party for 
“saying every other political 
party wants to privatise it [the 
NHS].” 

But Labour attacks on 
increasing privatisation in the 
NHS has led Tory MPs to accuse 
the party of hypocrisy.

Princess Alexandra 'must apologise personally' insists relative

Father is moved 
into storeroom 
at crisis hospital

A FAMILY wants a personal apo¬ 
logy from Princess Alexandra 
Hospital after a patient was left 
alone in a storage cupboard over 
the Christmas period. 

Michael Steel, 63, who lives in 
Peterswood, Harlow, woke up to 
find he had been wheeled into the 
cupboard, where he spent the next 
three days, as the hospital 
struggled for space. 

The father-of-two, who was 
being treated for an inflamed 
liver, was frequently disturbed by 
medics as they came into the cup¬ 
board for supplies and felt that he 
was an “obstacle”. 

Moved 

“They woke him up in the 
middle of the night and moved 
him. He thought he was going to 
be moved to another room, but 
when he woke the next morning 
he realised where he was” said 
Michael’s son Tom, 24. 

Mr Steel, who lives with his son, 
was initially admitted to hospital 
on December 10 suffering with 
chest pains. After spending nine 
days in hospital he was dis¬ 
charged, but when pains came 
back Michael returned to hospital 
on December 20 where he stayed 
over Christmas, and was then 
moved to the stock room. 


After the story appeared in the 
national press the hospital issued 
an apology to Mr Steel, but his son 
said it was insufficient. 

“They have apologised, but not 
directly to him. He has not even 
received his discharge papers, 
which we are interested to see,” 
he said. 

A spokeswoman for the hospital 
trust said they had approached 
Mr Steel but he had declined the 
offer of a meeting. She said a letter 
would now be sent in apology. 

A statement from the hospital 
released on Thursday said: “The 
trust leadership team took the 
decision to use the side room, 
temporarily, as an additional bed 
space to enable us to continue 
admitting and treating emer¬ 
gency patients during a time of 
extreme clinical pressure. 

“We fully accept that this 
arrangement was far from ideal 
and not one the trust would con¬ 
sider unless in exceptional cir¬ 
cumstances. We would stress that 
Mr Steel’s clinical care was not 
compromised at any time. 

“We apologise unreservedly to 
Mr Steel and his family and would 
be happy to meet him and explain 
in more detail the reasons behind 
the decision.” 

Despite his ordeal, Mr Steel has 
refused to blame the staff at the 
hospital. “He felt it wasn’t the 
fault of staff; they haven’t got any 


space and it shows something 
needs to be done” said his son. 

“We are left wondering whether 
it is worth even bothering to go 
into hospital any more. It’s the 
same for the doctors, all they seem 
to do is palm you off.” 


Converted 


Harlow MP Robert Halfon said: 
“The hospital has said it will 
never happen again. 

“ The room that Mr Steel was in 
had only partially been converted 
and now they’re going to convert 
that into a proper bedroom so it 
will never ever again be used to 
store things and they’re training 
their staff to make sure that 
people are not put in inappro¬ 
priate places.” 

Suzy Stride, 

Labour Parlia¬ 
mentary can¬ 
didate for 
Harlow, said: “How 
on earth has it come to 
this?” 

“People in Harlow and patients 
at PAH need answers as to how 
this can happen and what steps 
will be taken to address the root 
causes of this. 

“A Labour government will 
merge health and social care to be 
able to deliver care where it is 
needed at home to relieve pres¬ 
sure on A&E to reduce bed block¬ 
ing.”

£4 million cash injection 
will provide 20 more beds 

Government money will help to ease ‘unprecedented demand’

PRINCESS Alexandra Hospital in 
Harlow will get an extra 20 beds 
from next month to help cope with 
“unprecedented demand” for 
A&E services. 

Conservative MP Robert Halfon 
met with health bosses at the NHS 
Trust on Friday after a patient 
was kept in a storage cupboard as 
staff struggled to find space. 

Mr Halfon told the Star that the 
trust is taking measures to deal 
with the extreme pressures it has 
faced recently and 20 new beds 
will be introduced over the next 
two months. Some patients may 
also be relocated to other medical 
facilities in the town. 

Meet 

“I was keen to meet with the 
chief executive and I was also 
with a representative of the trade 
union, who was at the meeting,” 
Mr Halfon explained. 

“What they said to me is that 
they are going to use the £4m that 
the Government has given to help 
the A&E in Harlow to have an 
extra 10 beds in the hospital in 
February and an extra 10 beds in 
March. 

“They are also looking to work 
with the local doctors, the [West 
Essex Clinical] commissioning 


group, to try and release 40 beds in 
a building know as Sydenham 
House [in Long Ley]. 

“Apparently there are 40 beds 
there being unused and if we can 
help in that way there won’t be so 
much ‘bed-blocking’ which is one 
of the reasons we have the prob¬ 


lems we have in the A&E. There is 
going to be extra investment in 
beds and looking at other solu¬ 
tions in other parts of Harlow for 
recovery.” 

Figures show that the PAH is 
one of the busiest hospitals in the 
country, with significantly more 


patients per bed than much bigger 
hospitals. The number of ambu¬ 
lances taking patients to the A&E 
has also increased. 

Two years ago, an average of 45 
ambulances per day transported 
patients to the emergency depart¬ 
ment, it is now an average of 75. 


Over Christmas, this peaked at 
more than 90 ambulances every 
day. PAH has confirmed that one- 
in-five of these ambulances are 
coming from outside the area. 

The Government has pledged 
£4m to help the A&E earlier this 
month and it will be used to fund 
the extra beds. 

Mr Halfon said: “[This is] extra 
money on top of what the hospital 
already gets and comes on top of 
an extra £5m which was given to 
us last year by the Government. 

Lobby 

“Of course we could always 
want more money and I will do my 
best to lobby for it in Parliament. 
But money is coming in; it’s not 
going to solve the problems 
overnight because we have more 
people coming in the A&E in Har¬ 
low than almost anywhere in Eng¬ 
land and so there are longer term 
problems that we need to look at to 
understand why that is the case. 

“The hospital treats many thou¬ 
sand patients a day and the vast 
majority of them have an incred¬ 
ible service. I think the hospital 
will learn from this but the thing 
is we’re going to have extra beds, 
extra investment in the hospital 
and they’re doing their best to 
improve the physical A&E situ¬ 
ation and hopefully such a thing 
will never happen again.”

Thousands of fake 
trainers seized by 
trading standards 

A CONSIGNMENT of thousands of pairs 
of fake Nike trainers destined for the UK 
market have been intercepted by Essex 
Trading Standards officers. 

The counterfeit shoes, with an estim¬ 
ated street value of £250,000, were dis¬ 
covered in a trailer at Harwich by 
officers of the UK Border Force, who 
contacted the trading standards team. 

All 10,000 pairs, which had arrived in 
the UK from Latvia, were seized for 
destruction. If the footwear had been 
genuine the loss to the trademark holder 
could have been as high as £800,000. 

Cllr Roger Walters, Essex County 
Council’s lead for trading standards, 
said: “Counterfeit goods are never worth 
the money for consumers. There are no 
guarantees and no assurances their pro¬ 
duction meets safety guidelines.”

New website providing abuse victims

VICTIMS of domestic abuse in 
Essex are being urged to use a 
new website which provides a 
postcode-based service giving 
them direct access to support, 
information and advice. 

The Essex Victims Gateway 
was launched by county police 
and crime commissioner Nick 
Alston on Monday. 

People visiting the site will be 
able to access details of local sup¬ 
port groups for victims of crimes 
ranging from rape to anti-social 
behaviour by typing in their post¬ 
code. 

Mr Alston said: “It’s been 
designed to enable people to rap¬ 
idly find the information and 
expertise they need.” 

Joining Mr Alston at the launch 
was Jan Dalrymple, chief exec¬ 
utive of the Harlow-based domest¬ 
ic abuse charity Safer Places.

She said: “I’m delighted the 
website has been pitched at vic¬ 
tims whether or not they want to 
report a potential crime to the 
police. 

“Many victims do not want to 
report a crime and do not know 
where to turn. The Essex Victims 
Gateway gives access for those 
hidden victims to receive support 
from specialist agencies.” 


Mrs Dalrymple gave as an 
example a person who, faced with 
the situation of living with a part¬ 
ner showing early signs of demen¬ 
tia and becoming violent, may not 
want to go straight to the police. 

“Rather they want to have a 
confidential conversation about 
the options and support available 
to them,” she said. 

“Sometimes we, the specialist 
agencies, may support victims to 
go to the police and report a crime 
but sometimes we can support 
them without needing to involve 
the criminal justice system.

A SINCLAIR C5 enthusiast from Harlow 
tackled steep inclines, braved freezing 
weather conditions and overcame faulty 
mechanics during the course of his epic 
tour of London in the battery powered 
tricycle. 

Karl Heard, 44, of Potters Field, toured 
round the capital to celebrate the 30th 
anniversary of the distinctive battery- 
powered three-wheeler. 

As reported in last week’s Star, pro¬ 
fessional musician Mr Heard has been a 
fan of the vehicle since the day his father 
bought one soon after they were launched 
back in 1985. 

Driven by a tiny 12-volt battery com¬ 
bined with pedal power, the C5 is capable 
of a top speed of 15mph and can only cover 
a distance of about 20 miles before it needs 
recharging. 

Setting off from Harlow at 7am on Sat¬ 
urday with the C5 in the back of a van, Mr

Heard met up with fellow C5 fanatic 
Howard Rose for the tour of some of Lon¬ 
don’s best-known landmarks, starting 
from Tower Bridge. 

The pair, who met through Twitter, then 
journeyed round 10 famous landmarks 
including the London Eye, Big Ben, Buck¬ 
ingham Palace, Oxford Street and Pic¬ 


cadilly Circus before finishing at 
Alexandra Palace, which hosted the offi¬ 
cial launch of the C5 30 years ago this 
month. 

“We got mobbed everywhere we went,” 
said Mr Heard. “People just loved seeing 
us in the C5s and we had to keep stopping 
so people could take photos. Mothers even 
wanted their babies to be photographed 
sitting in a C5. 

“We drove past Buckingham Palace but 
couldn’t stop as security blocked our way 
to the gates so we headed on up to Oxford 
Street.” 

The pair endured sub-zero temperat¬ 
ures and wet weather but nearly came a 
cropper when the C5s mechanics began to 
show their age. 

“Coming down Picadilly Circus my bat¬ 
tery must have died or something as I had 
no power,” said Mr Heard. “I patched up 
some loose wiring and decided to use my 
electric power sparingly.” 

However, as they started the long ascent 
to the top of Alexandra Palace, the battery 


finally gave up. Finding the gradient 
impossible to pedal against, he was saved 
by some young lads who offered to push 
him to the summit. 

The drama did not end once they had 
reached the top as, once there, they were 
faced with the daunting prospect of mak¬ 
ing the descent. 

“Howard thought it was too steep to 
drive straight down and so he drove down 
to halfway and then walked. Having had to 
peddle for almost a third of the trip and 
with my leg muscles burning, I decided to 
drive straight down. 

“And down I went, faster than any C5 
was ever meant to go! Towards the bottom 
I could see I would run out of road before I 
could stop and would crash so I decided to 
veer off across the grass and then sud¬ 
denly I came to a halt in a puddle of mud. 

“I guess I gave the crowd their money’s 
worth.” 

The tour took seven hours. “The whole 
experience was amazing, it was a day I’ll 
never forget,” said Mr Heard.

A COMMUNITY transport scheme will break free 
from county council control after receiving a £160,00 
grant. 

Epping Forest Community Transport, which is 
used by up to 3,000 people every month, provides a 
lifeline to many residents who are otherwise unable 
to travel. 

The money awarded by Essex County Council will 
be used to cover business start-up costs and to 
replace ageing vehicles.

LABOUR MP Lisa Nandy pledged 
greater support to Harlow char¬ 
ities as the pre-election battle 
heats up. 

During her visit to the town last 
Tuesady the Shadow Minister for 
Civil Society praised Harlow’s 
volunteering spiritand said more 
help would be offered if Labour 
win the General Election in May. 

Ms Nandy, who is MP for Wigan, 
took part in a question-and- 
answer session with represent¬ 
atives of several Harlow-based 
charities. 

“Under the current govern¬ 
ment charities have really been 
squeezed over the past few years,” 
she said. “We have to find new 
ways for the voluntary sector to 
have a voice.” 

The meeting at Harlow Leis- 
urezone attracted members from 
charities - including the Com¬ 
munity Foundation, Homestart 
and Calm Centre - who quizzed 
her on what any future reforms 
could mean for them. 

As a former employee of The 
Children’s Society, Ms Nandy 
voiced her annoyance with the 
Government’s Lobbying Act 
which she described as a “dread¬ 
ful piece of legislation” which did 
nothing to stop lobbying but pen¬ 


alised charities.” 

Ms Nandy said a Labour gov¬ 
ernment would re-instate the 
compact system, which ran until 
2010 and gave more powers to 
charities, although Jackie Sully, 
director of Rainbow Services, 
questioned whether the policy 


would “have enough bite” to make 
a real difference. 

Ms Nandy said: “The current 
government made a mistake in 
giving money to large organisa¬ 
tions but neglecting the smaller 
ones who can make a big dif¬ 
ference in communities.” 


Ms Nandy was accompanied on 
her visit to the town by Suzy 
Stride, Labour’s parliamentary 
candidate for Harlow.

Driver admits abusing 
warden in permit row

A MAN who swore at a traffic warden and 
called her a “dyke” when he thought he was 
going to get a parking ticket has been 
ordered to carry out 100 hours of unpaid 
work. 

Yucel Ahmet, 44, of Carters Mead, was 
also ordered to pay £100 compensation to 
the warden he verbally abused. 

Ahmet pleaded guilty at Chelmsford 
Magistrates Court to using threatening 
words and behaviour on October 30 last 
year. 


The court heard the outburst happened 
after Ahmet had left his car in Little Grove 
Field, Harlow, to collect a parking permit 
from the house of a friend. When he 
returned to his vehicle he saw the enforce¬ 
ment officer taking photographs of the 
vehicle. 

Prosecutor Kathy Wilson said the 
defendant told the warden she was a 
“fxxxxxx dyke” and also made a comment 
about her “getting her head kicked in”. 

Lauren Bond, representing Ahmet, said 
in mitigation: “He had a discussion with 
the warden the day before while visiting 
the friend he regularly goes to see and she 


told him he must have a ticket. He said he 
was just leaving and she said people have 
five minutes before a ticket is given. 

“The following day he went back and, 
needing to collect a permit, he went to the 
house of his friend who began to write out 
a permit. He noticed a ticket was being 
written out by the officer and he ran out. 

“He told her he had a permit and he had 
been there less than five minutes.” 

Ms Bond said the warden had been ignor¬ 
ing what he was saying and had been 
walking around the car taking lots of pho¬ 
tographs. 

She continued: “His comments about her 


getting her head kicked in were not a 
threat. It was ‘if you behave like this in this 
area you’re going to get you're head kicked 
in’. It was not a threat to her but in relation 
to the area. 

“He absolutely regrets what he’s done 
and apologises to the court and to her. His 
behaviour was wholly inappropriate.” 

Passing sentence, chair of the bench 
Linda Rolfe told Ahmet: “This was a pro¬ 
longed verbal assault containing homo- 
phobic comments and intimidation which 
affected the victim.” 

Ahmet was also ordered to pay £85 costs 
and a £60 victim surcharge. 


Police staff set 
to strike in pay 
dispute unless 
deal is reached 

UNISON police staff members 
employed by the Essex 
constabulary are due to join 
colleagues across England and 
Wales in a 24-hour strike 
tomorrow (Friday) over pay. 

The industrial action is 
planned to start at 7pm unless a 
pay deal can be reached with 
employers. 

This would be followed by a 
month of action short of a strike. 

UNISON members in the 
police service work in jobs such 
as 999 call takers, police 
community support officers, 
scenes of crime officers, 
fingerprint experts, financial 
investigators, detention officers, 
crime reduction officers, crime 
analysts, enquiry desk officers, 
trainers, criminal justice clerks, 
and a range of operational and 
organisational support roles. 

An initial strike over a one per 
cent pay increase - which was 
planned for December 22, last 
year - was suspended to allow 
further negotiations between the 
union and the employers. A 
month-long ban on voluntary 
overtime was also withdrawn. 

UNISON national officer Ben 
Priestley said: “Industrial action 
is a last resort and the initial 
talks with the employers were 
encouraging. 

“We are hopeful that we can 
resolve the dispute and avoid 
any disruption. 

“The rules around industrial 
action mean we have had to call 
another strike day to ensure we 
are still able to take strike action 
should the talks break down.”

THE former director of Harlow-based 
house lettings agency who cheated his 
clients out of thousands of pounds of 
clients’ money before the business 
collapsed has been spared jail. 

Instead Sanjit Alangh, 26, formerly 
of Tempest Mead, North Weald but 
now living in Slough, was given a 12- 
month sentence suspended for two 
years when he appeared at Chelms¬ 
ford Crown Court on Thursday. 

He was also ordered to carry out 120 
hours unpaid work and pay £11,005 
compensation within 28 days and 
£5,000 costs at the rate of £100 a week. 

Alangh pleaded guilty to nine 
offences of acting as a director of Rent 
Team Ltd and engaging in unfair com¬ 
mercial practice between November 
12, 2011 and April 15, 2013 and one 
offence of fraudulent trading between 
November 12, 2011 and June 21, 2013. 

Nine other offences of fraud by 
abuse of position, which Alangh 
denied, were not proceeded with and 
he was formally found not guilty of 
those. 

Payments 

Lee Wilcockson, prosecuting on 
behalf of Essex County Council Trad¬ 
ing Standards, told the court Alangh 
was a director of the Rent Team, which 
had an office in West Gate, since May 
2009. The firm received deposits and 
rent payments but did not deal with 
them under the protected deposit 
scheme. 

“Rents were at risk and landlords 
didn’t receive payment,” said Mr Wil¬ 
cockson. 

Sarah Steggles, representing Ala¬ 
ngh, said in mitigation: “He was in a 
position of trust but he got into fin¬ 
ancial difficulties. Effectively the 
deposits were meant to go from the 
business account to another account 
but the first was overdrawn and they 
were swallowed up. 

“He’s 26, he went to college to study 
business and worked at a letting agent 
in Grays before starting up in Harlow. 
He accepts he was too young and naive 
to manage that business. He couldn’t 
manage it without getting into 
trouble.

“Having been made bankrupt, he 
and his parents have moved out 
because they had quite a lot of back¬ 
lash. They’ve now moved to Slough.” 

The court was told Alangh now 
worked as a courier, earning £400 a 
week. 

Judge Christopher Ball warned 
Alangh if he did not pay the money 
back in the timescale he had set or if 
he breached his sentence then it was 
likely he would end up in jail. 

He said: “If I lock you up today a lot 
of others will have to bear the burden. 
I also have an eye to the losers; the best 
outcome is for their losses to be 
recovered and they receive compens¬ 
ation. An offer has been made to pay 
the compensation by a third party, 
your parents.” 

The judge said he had taken into 
account the fact Alangh had pleaded 
guilty, had not wasted court time and 
had acknowledged he had cheated 
other people out of their money to help 
the business to survive a bit longer. 

Alanagh was also banned from 
being a company director for five 
years. 

Speaking after the case, Cllr Roger 
Walters, Essex County Council’s lead 
member for Trading Standards, said: 
“I hope this successful prosecution 
will discourage other people from 
flouting the law like this. 

“Many people lost hundreds of 
pounds as a result of Mr Alangh’s bad 
practice. Trading Standards advice to 
anyone renting from a private land¬ 
lord is to check your tenancy agree¬ 
ment for the Tenancy Deposit 
Protection Scheme that your deposit 
is meant to be registered with and 
contact them.”

DETECTIVES have urged people in Essex to be on 
their guard against telephone fraudsters posing as 
police officers or bank officials following a sudden 
surge of calls.

IN ESSEX 


he country will once 
again be peering out of 
their windows for the 
RSPB’s Big Garden 
Birdwatch this 

Saturday and Sunday January 
24 and 25. 

Since it started in 1979, the 
annual survey has provided 
information about the changes 
in numbers of garden birds in 
winter, and helped to alert 
conservationists to those species 
in decline, like house sparrows, 
greenfinches and starlings. 

The number of people taking 
part has grown considerably and 
now around half a million 
participants help give nature a 
home every year by getting 
involved, making it the world’s 
biggest garden wildlife survey. 
How to take part 

To take part, people are asked 
to spend just one hour at any 
time over the birdwatch 
weekend noting the highest 
number of each bird seen in 
their gardens or local outside 
space. They then have to submit 
their results to the RSPB before 
February 13, either online at 
www.rspb.org.uk/birdwatch or 
in the post. 

This year, participants are 
being asked again to log some of 
the other wildlife they see in 
their gardens to help build an 
overall picture of how important 
our gardens are for giving 
wildlife a home. 

Participants don’t have to see 
and count these other species 
during their Big Garden 
Birdwatch hour, just fill in the 
form to tell the RSPB whether 
they see them regularly or in 
fact have ever seen them in their 
gardens, at any time of year. 

Almost 7.5 million birds were 
counted in last years’ survey 
with the results showing 
greenfinch and starling continue 
to decline. However, for the first 
time in Birdwatch history, the 
great spotted woodpecker made 
it into the top 20 and goldfinches 
swooped into the number seven 
spot.

Families can pick up an ID 
sheet, and we'll have displays 
to help you with your 
birdwatch. You can stock up on 
your wildlife garden essentials 
at the visitor centre while 
you’re there. 

The information on our 
non-feathered friends 
highlighted that despite being 
more common in rural areas, 
more than half of participants in 
urban areas have spotted toads. 
In fact, they were reported to 
have been seen monthly by 
almost a third of people. Almost 
a quarter of people in rural

gardens see badgers once a 
month and almost three quarters 
see hedgehogs, even though they 
are in serious decline. 

The survey is part of the 
RSPB’s Giving Nature a Home 
campaign, aimed at tackling the 
‘housing crisis’ facing the UK’s 
threatened wildlife. The charity 


is asking people to provide a 
place for wildlife in their own 
gardens and outside spaces - 
whether it by planting 
pollen-rich plants to attract bees 
and butterflies, putting up a 
nestbox for a house sparrow, or 
creating a pond that will support 
a number of different species. To 
find out how you can give nature 
a home where you live visit 
www.rspb.org.uk/homes.

Manager says: “This is a fun, 
relaxing activity for families or 
individuals and everyone who 
takes part will be helping to give 
nature a home.

Keeping your pets 
warm over winter 


BABY, it’s cold outside... 
which means we’re all putting 
the kettle on, adding the 
layers and lighting the fire. But 
what about the animal 
members of the family? 

What’s warming them up after 
a brisk walk? 

Some pets are affected by 
the cold more than others, 
particularly older pets or 
those with certain ailments. If 
a pet is feeling the freeze, 
there are many ways to help 
keep them cosy. Pets Corner 
head of training, Lucy Ross, 
offers her advice on 
comforting companions: 

“The British climate is 
generally quite cold but more 
often than not very wet. Each 
time I take my dogs for a walk 
and they get soaked through, 

I make sure I dry them off as 
quickly as possible when we 
get home. A wet dog is quite 
likely to get a chill and this is 
especially true of some of the 
smaller breeds or those with 
short hair. 

“You might like to prevent 
your dog from getting wet in 
the first place by buying them 


a practical jacket, something 
that is waterproof and covers 
them from just below their 
ears to the start of their tail. 

“Next on my warm want-list 
are heated beds, or 
self-heating blankets, 
excellent for the added extra 
cosy factor. For teeny tiny 
fluffs like hamsters, make sure 
you give them plenty of 
bedding so they can nest and 
snuggle to keep themselves 
warm and finally don’t forget if 
your house is colder than 
normal, your reptile’s 
microclimates can also 
become cooler. Keep a close 
eye on temperatures and 
thermostats.”

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Go bold with colour 


You’ve celebrated New Year, you’ve got the TV on - but 
you’re not watching the screen, you’re watching in horror 
as the paint in the corner of the room peels off...Don’t 
despair though, while painting can be a minefield for 
novices, most common painting problems are easily 
averted or remedied if you follow these simple tips. 
Flaking and peeling 

Paint often flakes and peels over time or because of poor 
preparation, but there can be other causes. If you live in 
a period property that hasn’t been decorated for many 
years, flaking paint may be caused by distemper, an old- 
fashioned paint. To test for distemper, wet the wall with * 
water and wait to see if the paint peels - distemper will. | 
Get as much of it off as you can with water and a scraper, 
then seal the rest with a couple of coats of plaster sealer.. 
Paint will also peel and bubble if you apply it to new 
plaster that hasn’t dried properly, or that has an underly¬ 
ing damp problem. A plaster sealer, such as an alkali- 
resistant primer-sealer, is a good solution because it 
seals the plaster like glass, but if there’s a damp problem, 
remedy that first. 

Runs and drips 

These happen when the paint (usually oil-based) is ap¬ 
plied too thickly and isn’t brushed out properly. To solve 
the problem, wait until the paint is completely dry, then 
sand smooth and start again. 

Specs in paintwork 

These are caused by dust and debris getting into the paint 
can or tray, onto the surface you’re painting or the brush/ 
roller you’re using. You have to be vigilant when painting, 
and remove bits from the wet paint as you go - it’s easy 


to pick up dust from the floor when painting skirting 
boards, for example. Contaminated paint is particularly a 
problem when painting outside, as the wind whips up all 
sorts of debris. Get round this by putting a small amount 
of paint into a paint kettle and just working from that, so 
all the paint isn’t ruined if the kettle becomes contami¬ 
nated. You can also sieve paint to remove debris - either 
with paint strainers or, more resourcefully, an old pair 
of tights.

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Mike's TV Film of the Week 

WESTERN: BEND OF THE RIVER Film4, Friday, January 23, 5.20pm 
From the moment they started making movies in America, they 
made more Westerns than anything else, so it’s odd that it took 
them so long to start producing great ones. A large share of 
Flollywood’s best comedies and dramas were already in the 
can by the time the first Westerns of comparable stature began 
to appear at the end of the 1940s. 

Leading the way was director Anthony Mann. In 1950, Mann, 
who had some snappy B-movie thrillers behind him, teamed up 
with James Stewart for a series of Westerns. In terms of scale 
of achievement in the genre, these five films are rivalled only by 
the six Budd Boetticher made on a shoestring with Randolph 
Scott. They are staggering - dark, complex, exciting, with 
flawed heroes and charismatic villains. Bend Of The River might 
be the best of the bunch. 

Glyn McLyntock (Stewart) is leading a wagon train full of 
“decent folk” through the mountains to Oregon when he 
stumbles upon the lynching of a “horse thief” and, without 
asking questions, rescues him. The man is Emerson Cole 
(Arthur Kennedy) who registers surprise on being told 
McLyntock’s name. Not long after, the pair see off an attack by 
some Shoshone braves, during which a pretty woman settler, 
Laura (Julie Adams) is wounded and Cole saves McLyntock’s 
life. 

When the wagon train reaches Portland, they purchase 
supplies for the winter, which the seller promises to send on. 
Laura remains behind to recover, planning to follow on with the 
food, and Cole also leaves the train to try his luck, he says, in 
the “gold rush”. When the supplies don’t turn up, and with 
starvation beckoning for the settlers, McLyntock returns.

The Rise of the 

MACHINES 


After almost two decades of success as a writer, Alex Garland makes his directorial debut with Ex 
Machina. He talks to Keeley Bolger about robot paranoia and the pros and cons of having your work 
adapted for the big screen 


e’s the author of The Beach, the 
writer behind blockbusters 28 
Days Later and Sunshine, and now 
Alex Garland is adding another 
string to his bow as the director 
(and writer) of new film Ex Machina. But if 
he’s feeling the strain of wearing two very 
large hats on the ambitious sci-fi thriller, it 
isn’t showing. 

“I’ve been working in film for 15 years, and 
broadly speaking, I see it as a collaborative 
experience,” explains the 44-year-old, who 
credits the abundance of “friendly” and 
familiar faces on set for making it a smooth 
transition. 

“Ex Machina didn’t feel significantly 
different from any other film I’ve worked on. 
A lot of the time, it’s like a group of workmen 
standing around a hole saying, ‘How are we 
going to fill it?’ It’s just the same. Same 
problem, same solutions.” 

The plot sees a young coder, played by 
Domhnall Gleeson, spend a week with his 
reclusive CEO, deftly portrayed by Oscar 
Isaac, to participate in a strange experiment 
in which he interacts with the world’s first 
true artificial intelligence (AI), housed in the 
body of beautiful robot Ava, played by Alicia 
Vikander. 

“People are paranoid about AI, and 
computers in general,” notes Garland. “It’s 
on people’s minds, as it should be. I approach 
it from a slightly different angle, because I 
don’t exactly feel paranoid about it. With Ex 
Machina, my sympathies lie with the robot.” 

Raised in London, Garland spent his early 
twenties backpacking around South East 
Asia, before his debut novel The Beach, later 
made into a film starring Leonardo 
DiCaprio, propelled him to wide acclaim at 
just 26. And while he maintains there was 
always a clear vision with Ex Machina, he 
admits adaptations of his previous work have 
“not always” matched his original idea. 


“Sometimes, there will be something and 
I’ll say, ‘I’m going to fight for that - and 
either he dies or I die’, and that’s how we’ll 
resolve that problem,” he confides with a 
wry smile. 

“But on this, it was different,” adds the 
writer, who lives with his wife, the actress 
Paloma Baeza, and their two children. 

“There was a consensus. When you do get 
a problem, it’s if two or three people are all 
working on the same film, but they’re 
actually making different films. It’s quite 
easy for that to happen, and it can happen 
not out of ego or bloody-mindedness.” 

By way of example, Garland points to the 
United States Bill of Rights, which doesn’t 
contain very many lines but is still being 
picked over in the supreme courts. 

“If such a clear document is open to such 
interpretation, imagine what it’s like with a 
script, particularly a mediocre script, being a 
speciality of mine in the past at certain 
times,” he reasons. 

“So you have this thing that is 
interpretable, and it’s reasonable that people 
will interpret it in different ways. On this 
film, for whatever reason, we were all on the 
same page. We were all in agreement of what 
film we were making, and why we were 
making it.” 

Keen to pass on praise to the team, 

Garland seems a considerate captain. Indeed 
Vikander, who’s also starring in the recently 
released Testament Of Youth, credits him for 
his approachability, saying, “I’ve never met a 
director who’s as calm and who has as much 
time for everyone.” 

This accessibility is in evidence today, and 
no sooner has Garland wrapped up this 
interview, he’s drawn Vikander and Gleeson 
in for a quick chat to see how they’re feeling 
about their busy schedule of promotional 
work. 


Such is Garland’s approach, he was 
adamant the crew and cast should feel free to 
chip in with suggestions on technicalities or 
in relation to the script (“It’s not 
sacrosanct,” he says with a shrug). 

He wasn’t precious about the 2007 sci-fi 
thriller Sunshine, which Danny Boyle 
directed, either, despite both men coming 
from different viewpoints. 

“I’m an atheist, and the director is not, so 
a film that is sort of about atheism is then 
also a film not about atheism. It works on 
some levels but not on others.” 

Though 28 Days Later, also directed by 
Boyle, “kind of worked” and he “liked that 
film”, he would make some changes to the 
2010 movie, based on Kazuo Ishiguro’s novel, 
Never Let Me Go, which he wrote the 
screenplay for. 

“I loved it, but I also felt bothered by 
something - it has a kind of monotone tone,” 
he says. “But that’s the danger that film 
runs. I began to feel very frustrated that I 
didn’t have more injection of something 
subversive. 

“The next film I did, Dredd, was all 
subversion, it was all aggro. Drugs, killing, 
violence, shooting, a kind of madness really, 
but this one [Ex Machina], it’s a bit more 
zen,” he adds. 

“It finds the balance; there are these 
strange injections of pace, movement, silence 
or lots of talking, and then a lot of silence.” 

It’s insights like these which have 
sharpened his directorial debut. 

“Over the years, I’ve had lots of 
film-making experiences, and in my mind, it 
all led to this film,” Garland concludes. 

“I’ve put into practice a lot of things I’d 
learned along the way. Mostly, it was about 
giving people space to do what they want, in 
the best way they can.”

Nathan (Domhnall Gleeson) is 
a talented computer 
programmer at a hi-tech firm 


run by the enigmatic Caleb 
(Oscar Isaac). 

Out of the blue, Nathan wins a 
weekend at the CEO’s remote 
island retreat and journeys to 
the lush paradise in a private 
helicopter. 

At the compound entrance, 
Nathan is issued with a security 
pass he must carry at all times. 

Inside, he learns that he has 
been hand-picked by Caleb to 
take part in a ground-breaking 
experiment: to interrogate a 
functioning artificial 
intelligence prototype called Ava 
(Alicia Vikander). 

The programmer is 
dumbstruck by Ava’s beauty and 
her ability to respond 
intelligently to his questions. 
Very quickly, Nathan grows 
emotionally attached to Ava and 
he is distressed when she warns 
him not to trust Caleb. 


The programmer’s emotions 
are further complicated when he 
learns that Ava is the latest 
iteration of the CEO’s secret 
work and will, by necessity, be 
scrapped to make way for a 
newer model. 

Ex Machina exerts a vice-like 
grip on our attention, anchored 
by riveting performances from 
the central trio. 

Flawless visual effects blend 
seamlessly with her luminous 
performance to expose Ava’s 
inner workings as she prowls 
her Perspex prison cell. 

Like Nathan, we’re bewitched 
by her as she devours knowledge 
and begs for help to avoid the 
scrapheap. 

There’s no chance of Garland’s 
gripping film suffering a 
similarly grim fate.

How to make a RAG RUG 





'VE wanted to make a rag 
rug ever since I learned 
that my great-grandma 
used to make them, while 
sitting in front of her fire. 


Like many people, she couldn't 
afford to buy rugs, so she would 
keep her toesies warm by 
making rag rugs - for the lounge, 
bedroom and bathroom ... and all 
she used was some sack cloth, 
and some old duvets. 


Rag rugging is such an easy, 
pleasurable craft and anyone can 
do it. It's a rough and ready craft 
that doesn't require too much 
concentration, so we can still 
keep one eye on our beloved 
Downton Abbey ! 



At my recent visit to the 
Alexandra knitting and stitching 
show, I took a 'rag-rugging' 
workshop (which is also known 
as 'progging') with the 
rag-rugging Jedi MASTER - 
Jenni Stuart Anderson - and she 
very kindly said I could share it 
with my lovely readers. So grab 
ya bodgers (oh-err missus) and 
lets get progging! 


■ Rug hessian - You can find 
this easily online or in your local 
craft shop. 

Just buy enough for the size 
rug you want to make. 

■ Fabric - Any old cotton 
duvets, dresses and shirts will do 
providing it doesn't disintegrate 
when cut. Thin cloth will make a 
light, soft rug, thicker cloth will 
make a tough, warm, heavy one. 
Stretchy cotton eg old T-shirts 
also work well for rag rugging. 
You're going to need quite a bit 
of fabric, so old clothes and 
charity shops are ideal for this. 

■ A rag rugging tool - this can 
be any of the following: 

A progger: That's the wooden 
thingy that looks like a peg in 
the picture below. 

A bodger tool: See pic above. It's 
is a tad more expensive but 
worth it, as it's much easier to 
use. 

Tweezers: I've not tried this, but 
many say it works just as well. 

Optional needle and thread - 


You can use a needle and thread 
to hem the edges as hessian frays 
easily 


OR I'll explain another 
technique later that requires no 
sewing whatsoever. 



■ Step 1: Choosing fabric, 
colour and design. 

Choosing fabric - Whatever 
fabric you choose, just use that 
type of fabric - don't mix cotton 
with wool etc 

Tip - Using cotton sheets/duvets 
is quick and easy because if you 
snip one end you can long tear 
strips, without the use of 
scissors. 

Choosing a design - If you'd like 
to create a design, simply mark 
it out onto your hessian in chalk 
first. 

Choosing colour - When it 
comes to choosing colours, 
anything goes really. If you'd like 
it to compliment a particular 
room, pick out some of the 
colours from that room, or find a 
picture or photograph that you 
like, colour-wise, and pick out all 
the colours. 

Tip: Don't be afraid of browns, 
greys, dark greens etc ... you 
might think them dull but 
amongst other colours they 
work well. See how the dark 
green brings Jenni's rug to life 
below? 



■ Step 2 : Getting started 

The hessian - Decided how big 
you want to make your rug and 
mark it out in chalk, then cut 
your hessian 4/5 inches bigger 
as we need to allow room for 
hemming / fraying. 

Cutting your fabric - We need 
to cut our material into small 
pieces - an idea size is about 4cm 
(1.5") by 7.5cm (3"). If using 
cotton you can bypass cutting 
long strips by snipping the width 
you want in the fabric, then 
simply tear long strips, which 
can then be cut into 3" pieces. 



OR You can invest in a cutting 
gauge. Once you have your long 
strip you wind it around the 
cutting gauge and cut along the 



groove (see below) which will 
leave you with evenly cut 3" 
pieces. 

Tip - Cut strips a little wider if 
using thinner fabric. 



■ Step 3: Get progging! 

Now comes the fun, easy bit! 
Start progging along the outline 
of your design. To do this, you 
poke your bodger/tweezers into 
the hessian and out again 1cm 
along your drawn line like so ... 


Open the jaws of the bodger 
(or tweezers) and grab the fabric 
by one corner and pull back 
through... (see main picture 
above) 



... releasing it when both ends 
are sticking out like a bow. 
That's your first one! 



Next, repeat the entire process 
by poking your bodger into the 
last hole you made (where half 
the bow stick up) and out again 
lcm further along. Then do the 
same again until you have 
progged your way around the 
outline of your design. Once 
you've completed your outline 
start your next row - lcm over 
parallel from the previous edge 
and gradually work your way 
inwards towards the center. Easy 
peasy! 



■ Finishing off 

Hessian frays quite badly on a 
cut edge, so once finished the 
rug will have to be hemmed. You 
can either do this by folding over 
the hem (which should be about 
2") and sew it in place. Or you 
can turn the hem over (not 
under) before you start and 
simply prog right through both 
layers, which will ensure a nice, 
strong tidy edge. 

■ Tips from Jenni 

Work on a table or on your 
knee, so you can hold it steady 
with one hand. If the progging 
seems to dense and packed in, 
just leave a wider gap between 
the line. 

Different fabrics react 
differently, if you're working 
with a thick fabric and you're 
finding it difficult to pull 
through, cut them a bit 


narrower. If they slip out when 
tugged gently cut them wider.

OUNG Bond author 
Steve Cole took on the 
British icon’s story last 
year. To put the 
country’s most famous 
spy in peril is to join an exclusive 
group of British literature greats. 

Ian Fleming, Kingsley Amis, 
Christopher Wood, Sebastian 
Faulks and, most recently, 
William Boyd with Solo have all 
contributed to 007’s troubled life. 

Steve Cole added Shoot to Kill 
to the Young Bond series last 
year, following on from Charlie 
Higson’s five books on the agent’s 
early life. And he is set to write 
three more. 

He will appear at the Bishop’s 
Stortford College Festival of 
Literature on Monday, February 
2 . 

Steve said: “It’s a big 
responsibility. Charlie’s books are 
great, but I set out to do it my 
own way. 

“The interesting thing is that 


because we know the character 
and what he will become, when 
he is younger and in his teens 
you can sort of start to chop off 
the edges.” 

Steve is writing the youth of 
James Bond’s life, using hints 
from the Fleming novels. 

When he took on the plot, Bond 
had just been expelled from Eton. 
Readers see his spy instincts 
emerge and cracks appear in his 
character before he reaches 
adulthood. 

Steve said: “You have the 
backdrop of the Thirties. The 
themes are the same, but what’s 
great about starting with Bond in 
the Thirties is that there are no 
mobile phones. If he is trapped, 
then he has to use his own grit to 
get out of the situation. It makes 
kids realise how different things 
were then. 

“You can see certain 
psychological traits. He is 
younger so he doesn’t have the 


backing of his government, he 
doesn’t have an army behind 
him. But he has the grit and 
determination to take him 
through.” 

A fan of Bond since childhood, 
Steve sees the series as an 
ever-transforming tale that 
adapts to society’s concerns. 

He said: “I’m very excited that 
Sam Mendes is back steering the 
film {Spectre). What I find 
interesting about Bond movies is 
that they fit in with the Zeitgeist 
of the time. 

“I think we have seen the rise 
of terrorism, especially the 
homegrown threat, and it will be 
very interesting where the film 
goes. In the Sixties it was much 
more likely to include volcano 
lairs.” 

Steve Cole will deliver his

he third generation 
Audi TT coupe follows 
an evolutionary styling 
theme, gets a bit more 
adventurous inside and 
makes the numbers for 
performance and efficiency. 
Choose from diesel or petrol, 
front or quattro all-wheel drive. 

While it’s true that ubiquity 
has somewhat dulled its impact, 
it’s easy to overlook quite what a 
remarkable car the Audi TT was 
when it first appeared in 1998. 

Prior to the TT, Audi wasn’t a 
company renowned for great 
design flair. It did safe and solid. 
Its most desirable sporting cars 
in the years leading up to the TT 
launch were estate models. 

The TT changed all that. It had 
an interior that felt like 


something from a motor show 
stand. It offered buyers an 
apparently irresistible 
combination of Audi build 
quality, styling that made 
everything else seem old and a 
clever all-wheel drive chassis. 

The second generation car was 
probably a bit of a missed 
opportunity. After the extremity 
of the first car, everything 
seemed to be dialled back a 
couple of notches. Audi 
improved the driving 
characteristics considerably and 
in the TT RS model, had one of 
the most underrated sports 
coupes on the market. 

The third generation car looks 
to fuse the driveability and 
slickness of the second gen 
version with the drama and flair 


of the first while at the same 
time responding to shifting 
buyer behaviour. That’s quite a 
brief. 

The engines and 
transmissions were probably the 
strongest suit of the last TT and 
this one builds upon that 
foundation. Three powerplants 
are offered at launch. The 2.0 
TDI diesel opens proceedings. Its 
184PS power output drives the 
front wheels and will get it to 
62mph in 7.2 seconds. 

Beyond the black pump, things 
get a bit more serious. The 2.0 
TFSI petrol unit gets the same 
230PS as the more powerful 
versions of the Golf GTI, but 
here you get a choice of front or 
quattro all-wheel drive. Both will 
hit a top speed of 155mph, with 


the manual front-wheel drive car 
getting to 62mph in 6.0 seconds 
and the S tronic twin-clutch 
quattro model taking a mere 5.3s. 

The initial top of the range is 
marked by the 310PS Audi TTS. 

It covers the standard sprint in 
4.7 seconds and its top speed is 
electronically governed at 
155mph. Here, the 2.0 TFSI 
engine produces 380Nm of 
torque between 1,800 and 5,500 
rpm. A manual transmission is 
standard, with an S tronic 
transmission incorporating 
launch control, which regulates 
maximum acceleration from a 
standstill, available as an option. 

The quattro drivetrain has 
been re-engineered. By 
networking quattro drive with 
Audi drive select, the driver can 


adjust the operating parameters 
of the all-wheel-drive system to 
suit his or her individual 
requirements. 

In ‘auto’ mode, optimum 
traction and balanced driving 
dynamics are given priority 
while in ‘dynamic’ mode, torque 
is distributed to the rear axle 
earlier and to a higher degree. In 
the drive select ‘efficiency’ mode, 
the set-up can temporarily shut 
down the quattro system if 
conditions suit this. 

Audi’s magnetic ride adaptive 
damper control system is fitted 
as standard to the TTS and is 
optional for all other versions. 
Compared with the previous 
version, Audi magnetic ride has 
been improved in terms of 
characteristic spread, control 


dynamics and precision as well 
as user friendliness. In other 
words, you’ll really be able to tell 
it’s working when you press the 
button. 

The body is lowered by 10mm 
in S line versions, in the TTS 
and wherever Audi magnetic 
ride is fitted. 

One thing’s for sure. Even if 
you’d never seen this car before, 
you’d know it was an Audi TT. 

Some commentators have been 
a little disappointed in how safe 
Audi has played the exterior 
styling and I’d count myself as 
one of them. 

It’s still a handsome car, but it 
looks like a midlife facelift of the 
second generation model more 
than an all-new piece of design.

HARLOW Penguins swimmers 
enjoyed a medal bonanza at Basil¬ 
don in the Essex County Cham¬ 
pionships. 

The squad of 50 swimmers 
achieved seven gold, six silver and 
nine bronze medals. 

In addition a further 16 swim¬ 
mers made finals, while personal 
best (PB) times were smashed out 
of sight with some massive 
improvements. 

Penguins’ Essex county cham¬ 
pions were Carys Brealey (2), Karl 
Batorski (2), Alessandro Rioda, 
Max McAuliffe and Bradley 
Veitch. 

Carys showed what an out¬ 
standing prospect she is for Pen¬ 
guins, by winning the girls’ 10/ 
Under 50m freestyle in a time of 
29.98sec. 

She is now ranked number two 
in the UK in this stroke. 

This was followed up with fur¬ 
ther success in the 50m breast¬ 
stroke, setting a PB of 41.55. 

In addition, Carys won silver in 
the 200m individual medley (IM) 
in 2:50.98, and took bronze in the 
200m backstroke (2:44.09), a nine- 
second improvement on her pre¬ 
vious best. 

Penguins were dominant in the 
youngest 10/U age group. 

As well as Carys, Alessandro 
Rioda is also ranked second in the 
UK in his age group after winning 
his favoured 10/U 50m butterfly in 
33.88. 

He also gained silver in the 
100m IM (1:17.80) and was third in 
the 50m backstroke (36.39). 

Magnificent 

Also in the 10/Under boys, Max 
McAuliffe claimed a magnificent 
victory in the 200m freestyle in 
2:28.07. 

He was second in the 200m 
breaststroke (3:10.97) and third in 
the 100m IM (1:19.34). 

Karl Batorski produced some 


amazing swims in the men’s open 
200m IM (2:06.05) and 100m IM 
(57.65). 

He was also second in the 50m 
freestyle (23.05) and 50m back- 
stroke (27.02). 

Bradley Veitch, the club’s boys 
captain, proved he is the fastest 
15/U 50m freestyle swimmer in 
the county, claiming victory in a 
PB of 25.53. 

Bradley followed this up with 
second place in the 200m butterfly 
(2:18.85) and bronze medals in the 


100m IM (1:04.60) and 200m IM 
(2:18.86, a seven-second improve¬ 
ment on his previous best). 

There were further third place 
medallists for Penguins in the 
men’s 200m butterfly, where 
Mason Arnold achieved a PB of 
2:15.57, Silvester Havrillay in the 
13/U 200m breaststroke (2:59.08) 
and Kirsty Vears in the girls’ open 
200m breaststroke (2:51.79). 

Penguins also shone in the 
team relay events. 

The most impressive perform¬ 


ance was in the senior men’s 200m 
medley relay, where Harlow’s Lee 
Baker, Hayden Thomas, Jamie 
McLaughlin and Karl Batorski 
combined to gain third place. 

At the other end of the age scale, 
four Penguins were making their 
competitive debuts at the county 
championships. 

Ben Stringer, Kade Wright, 
Alex Knight and Lucas Hine 
swam in the 10 & Under 200m 
medley relay and finished a cred¬ 
itable fifth in the final, all show¬ 


ing great promise for the future. 

Overall, Penguins had 22 
medallists and 32 finalists in the 
first of three Championship week¬ 
ends.

“This is a huge improvement 
and puts swimming high on the 
list of sporting achievements in 
the town,” beamed Penguins head 
coach Martin Stringer.
